The expenditure foi the same term for High School purposes solely, are not 
made to appear definitely, as the sums expended for school accommodation, viz : 

Fuel, repairs, janitors, fees, &c., are not in detail ; the only items appearing as 
solely tor High School purposes being the salary for teachers, viz., $1,550 per an- 
num ; deducting the grants from this amount, it shows a sum of $446 only, as rais- 
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in the year 1877 from local sources for High School purposes, indicating a deficit of 
$106, below'the ‘amount required by Section 30, Chap. 205 of the High School Act. 
For 1878 a deficit appears of $24.49, and for 1879 a deficit of $257 also appears. 

How far these deficits have been covered by sums raised for High School pur- 
poses solely, in the way of prizes paid, printing, stationery, and school requisites, 
your Committee are unable to say. ’ 

The Port Dover High School shows details only for the years 1877-8 and 
1878-9, in which it appears that

The expenditure for High School purposes solely are, for 1878 $1,150, and for 
1879 $1,250, showing a deficit as above for 1877-8 of $242.30, and for 1878-9 of 
$501.25. 

In other words the Port Dover High School raised from local sources, for High 
School purposes only, fer the vear 1878-9, the sum of $95.75. 

As to other matters connected with the schools, we find that in the Simcoe 
High School the average attendance for 1877 was.41 ; for 1878, 39 ; for 1879, 40. 

That the average cost per pupil was for 1877, $48.78 ; for 1878, $51.28 5° for 
1879, $50. 

That the average cost to the County for 1877 was $13.46 ; for 1878, $13.45; for 
1879, $15. . 

For the Port Dover High School the average attendance tor 1877 was’ 194 ; for 
1878. 33 ; for 1879, 44}. 

: The average cost per pupil was for 1877, $62.47 ; for 1878, $38.56; for 1879, 
31.16, 

; The average cost to the County for 1877 was $20.50 ; for 1878, $12.82 ; for 1879, 
12.50, 

Both Schools, viz : Simcoe and Port Dover, deserve much credit for the large 
number of pupils who have passed the various examinations. In detail it appears
